This  bibliography  lists  research  reports  published  between  January  1981  and 
June  1989  on  the  economics  and  related  areas  of  producing  and  marketing  fruits 
and  vegetables .     It  serves  as  a  supplement  to  Bibliography  on  the  Economics  of 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Production  and  Marketing,    1965-76,    ESCS-50,  and 
Bibliography  of  Economic  Reports  on  the  Production  and  Marketing  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables,    1976-80,   BLA-29.     Included  are  references  on  costs,  prices, 
grades,   competition,   projections,   shipments,   processing,   statistics,  computer 
products,   and  miscellaneous  activities.     The  publications  are  listed 
alphabetically  by  author  and  referenced  under  12  major  headings.     An  author 
index  with  page  number  references  comprises  the  last  section  of  the 
compilation . 

Bibliography  references  were  compiled  from  reports  submitted  by  land-grant 
institutions  and  other  USDA  agencies  to  the  Economic  Research  Service. 

Publications  of  the  land-grant  universities  and  colleges  should  be  ordered 
from  the  issuing  institutions.     USDA  publications  should  be  ordered  from  the 
distribution  office  of  the  appropriate  service.     There  is  a  charge  for  many 
reports  and  computer  products   listed.     The  appropriate  issuing  institution 
should  be  contacted  for  fee  and  availability.     Publications  that  are  out  of 
print  may  be  ordered  from  the  National  Agricultural  Library  or  from  the  land- 
grant  university  or  college  libraries  subject  to  institutional  rules. 
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
